STATUTE LABOR. 


Every mile inhabitant over eighteen years 
and under sixty who has resided for three 
months in any statute labor and fire district 
shall be assessed one days work if not other- 
wise assessed, and every owner or Occupant 
of land shall be assessed two days work for 
every 160 acres. The overseer must post up 
a list of work required in eight. conspicious 
places within the district at least ten days 
before calling out the labor. The overseer 
shall also give each person assessed ten days 
notice telling him where and when he is 
required to work and with what imple- 
ments. A person assessed may commute 
his work on payment of $1 for each days 
work done, but no commuiation shall be 
considered made unless the money is paid 
to the overseer at least five days after he is 
notified to appear and work. The overscer 
is empowered to require cart or wagon, or 
plough, or scraper, with a pair of horses or 
oxen, and a man from any person in his 
district who has been assessed two days or 
more, and who has not commuted his as- 
sessment, and any person furnishing the 
same shall be credited two days for each 
day’s service therewith. Every person as- 
sessed and warned to work shall appear in 
person, or substitute an able bodied man 
who shall subject to the orders of the over- 
seer actually work eight hours in each day.

THE TARIFF. 

The defeat of the high tariff party at 
the polls seems to create a vast amount 
of surprise where no surprise is neces- 
sary. People supported the high tariff 
on two distinct propositions, One was 
that the prices of farm produc were to 
be kept up, and the other that the cost 
of manufactured articles was to be 
brought down by the working of the 
high tariff. Eighteen years experience 
showed that neither result had been 
attained—therefore the people voted 
against a discredited policy. People 
generally did not vote for high tariff in 


_ the first place simply to enrich the 


manufacturers at the expense of the 
rest of the community ; and when that 
was proven to be the net result of eigh- 
teen years of so-called protection they 
simply voted against it. For the farmer 


it was argued that the protective duty 


on manufactured articles would build 
up a home market for farm. products, 
and that the duty on produce would 
preserve that home market for the 
Canadian farmer. But after purchasing 
home manufactures for eighteen years 
at protectire prices the farmer still finds 
that the price of his produce is either 
fixed by open competition in the mark- 
ets of the world, or is run down by 
over-production below actual cost. The 
reason is that the farmer ‘cannot con- 
trol production in order to keep within 
the demands of home consumption. 
He must farm for export or go out of 
business. Therefore his prices are not 
kept up by the tariff on agricultural 
products. As to manufactured articles, 
it was argued that protection would in- 
duce home competition which again 
would induce lower prices. But ex- 
perience has shown that the manufac- 
turers can and do combine to keep pro- 
duction below the requirements of con- 
sumption, so that they can still keep 
prices up to the limit which the tariff 
permits. That is the difference be- 
tweenthe position of the farmer and the 
manufacturer regarding the tariff. The 
manufacturers can continue te secure 
to themselves the advantages of the 
protective features while the farmers 


can not. 
—_—_-_>_—_——- 


The course taken by the Mail-Em- 
pire in discussing the result of the 
recent elections, must be considered as 
a sufficient indication of the policy 
to be pursued by the conservative party. 
That policy evidently is to work up a 
race and religious agitation in the pro- 
vince of Ontario against the prospective 
premier Mr. Laurier. This 1s worthy 
of the men who two weeks ago declared 
themselves ready to sacrifice the rights 
of the English Protestants of Manitoba 
in order to catch the vote which, now 
that it has gone to Mr. Laurier, they 
declare to be a menace tc the Dominion. 
Would the Quebec vote have been any 
less dangerous had it gone to support 
such a politician as Tupper in his 
alleyed efforts to coerce Manitoba than 
it is in supporting a statesman such as 
Mr. Laurier in a policy of conciliation 
for Manitoba? As long as the Quebec 
vote kept the conservative party in 
power—and it was Quebec that did 
keep that party in power so long— 
Quebec was the mainstay of confedera- 
tion ; but when Quebec helps to place 
an honest man at the head of an honest 
government having an honest policy, 
forthwith Quebec becomes a dager to 
the state. This argument of the Mail- 
Empire may be taken as dividing fairly 
the respective policies of the conser- 
vative and liberal parties. The con- 
servative policy is essentially sectional- 
ism—-the playing of province against 
province, race against race and creed 
against creed. That was the policy 
which under then existing circum- 
stances and in the hands of a master, 
was successful for so many years. But 
the circumstances have changed and 
the master is dead. The policy of 


the liberal party is as essentially nation- 
alism—a policy the essential idea of 
which is that the right of one province, 
race or creed does not necessarily mean 
wrong to any other—that there is room 


| euough in Canada for all, and need and 


opportunity to work for the good of 
each, which is the good of all. This is 
the doctrine which the liberal leader 
has been preaching during the past 
years of sectional excitement, a doctrine 
which at first was scoffed at, but which 
has finally proven successful from one 
end of the country to the other—and it 
is well for Canada that it is so, 


THE FEDERAL ELECTIONS. 


The Commercial commenting on the 
elections says: In the West the result 
has come out fairly close to calculations, 
and the liberal party owe their victory 
firs; to Quebec and secondly to the 
West. British Columbia, which has 
always returned a solid government 
contingnent, has elected four liberals 
out of atotal of six members, In the 
Territories, which has also always re- 
turned a solid government support, but 
one government candidate was elected, 
and that one has a majority of only two, 
which wil] probably be changed to 
a minority on a recount. Manitoba 
never before sent more than a commit- 
tee of one to assist the liberals, but 
now elects thee members in opposition 
tothe government. The school ques- 
tion and opposition to the high tariff 
were the principal features which lead 
to this result in the West. A remark- 
able feature of the campaign in the 
West was the promise from the premier 
himself, of large expenditures of money 
on public works. In these new re- 
gions, where public improvements are 
so urgently needed, these promises no 
doubt had a great effect, but not suffi- 
cient to overcome the liberal candidates 
entirely. Now that the elections are 
over. The Commercial may be_per- 
mitted to express its belief that election 
promises of expenditures of this nature 
are extremely objectionable, and should 
be frowned upon by those who favor a 
clean contest. 

The result of the elections in Mani- 
toba would indicate on the surface that 
a large number of people here are in 
favor of the coercion policy of the con- 
servative yovernment. This is the only 
meaning which can be taken from the 
vote ; but expressions of public opinion 
are-often very misleading, and in the 
case of Manitoba, (and possibly it may 
be the same in Quebec), the vote cer- 
tainly belies the actual feeling on the 
school question, The vote in Mani- 
toba may be accounted for to some 
extent by the fact that many people 
considered the school question as 
practically dead, and that no further 
attempt would be made to pass a coer- 
cion bill, no matter which party carried 
the day. Secondly, two liberal candi- 
dates were defeated by the advent of a 
third party candidate, running on prac- 
tically the same platform as the liberals. 
While the patrons did not succed in 
electing a candidate, they succeeded in 
splitting the vote against coercion and 
in favor of tariff reform, thus ensuring 
conservative victories. As for coercion 
with Manitoba declaring apparently 
(but not really) in favor of coercion, 
with the Quebec vote solidly arrayed 
on one side of the house and with 
many conservatives committed to coer- 
cion, the position of parliament will be 
more favorable to the passage of a 
coercive measure than it was befere dis- 
solution, if such a bill should be in- 
troduced. 

As to the effect of the change on the 
country, it should on the whole be bene- 
ficial; and should be beneficial to the 
party which now retire in opposition. 
Achange of government occasionally 
seems necessary to the welfare of the 
country, and a party too long in power 
is very liable to degenerate. 
rate the governing party is sure in time 
to become laden with barnacles who can 
only be shook off by a term in opposi- 
tion. 

Regarding the tariff, the Commercial 
does not expect that any radical change 
will be made. The liberal policy, as da- 
clared is for revenue tariff, but regard 
must be had for existing conditions. 
The greatest care will have to be ex- 
ercised in revising the tarift and 
changes will have to be made gradually 
and slowly. The leading men of the 
liberal party have given assurance of 
their recognition of the necessity fur 
caution and moderation in revising the 
tariff. The trade policy of Canada has 
been brought more into line with the 
imperial policy regarding closer trade 
with the empire. 

What the liberal policy regarding the 
West will be, is the feature of interest 
here, The government has made no 
special effort todevelop the West for 
years, but on the eve of the elections 
great things were promised in the way 
of public worksto develop the coun- 
try. These promises of course now go 
by the board. The liberals have

promised nothing specifically. The 
liberal party has always had the blame 
of having failed to recognize the value 
of the West, and of opposing every- 
thing in the interest of the develop- 
ment of the West. The Commercial 
will not discuss the justification or 
otherwise for this belief. Just here we 
may say, however, that the liberals will 
now have an opportunity of showing 
what truth there is in this oft-repeated 
contention, The leaders of the party 
should consider the wisdom of ridding 
their party of this stigma, by entering 
upon a Vigorous policy for the develop- 
ment of Western Canada. They are 
not, we repeat, bound by any election 
promises, but performances will be 
more to the point than promises made 
to influence an election contest.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR CONVEN. 
TION. 


The second annual convention of the. 
Northern Alberta Christian Endeavor 
Union held last Friday, was attended by a 
large number of endeavorers and the general 
public. The proceedings opened-at 7 o’clock 
a.m. with prayer meetings held simultan- 
eously in the Methodist church, Edmonton, 
led by R. J. Manson, and in the Presby- 
terian church, Sonth Edmonton, led by 
Rev. A. Macdonald. These early meetings 
were well attended and much appreciated 
by those present. 

At 9:30 a. m. the annual business meeting 
of the union was held in the Methodist 
church, South. Edmouton. The president 
Miss Taylor, in the chair. Reports were 
presented from the various societies affiliat- 
ed with the union, each one showing an in- 
crease of membership over last year and all 
speaking of the good werk done by the 
societies. Theelection of officers resulted 
as follows: J. H. Macdonald, president ; 
Miss Rogers, vice-president ; Miss Taylor, 
secretary-treasurer. 

At 10:30 the morning session ot the con- 
yention Was epened in the same chureh 
under the presidency of Miss Taylor. The 
session Was Opened with devotional exercises 
followed by the president’s address, in 
which Miss Taylor welcomed all _ the 
endeavorers, spoke gratefully of the work 
done during the past and encouraged them 
to go forward and do more next year. 
Papers followed by discussions were read as 
follows ‘* How can we increase the useful- 
ness of the local union,” by S. Chivers 
Wilson ; ** How to arouse and maintain the 
interest of the society,” by Miss Short ; 
“Winning associate members,” by Miss 
Osborne. These papers were fully dis- 
cussed and evidently appreciated by the 
convention. Miss short’s paper was a well 
written thoughtfull paper, and Miss 
Osborne’s showed a thorough knowledge of 
the best methods of winning associate 
members. 

The afternoon sessicn opened at 2:30 in 
the Baptist church, Kdmonton, Rev. A. 
Macdonald presiding. The first paper ‘‘The 
pledge, its benefits and dangers,” was read 
by C. W. Mathers, and followed by ,a dis- 
cussion. The paper on the ‘‘ Relation of the 
Christian Endeavor movement to missions,” 
hy Miss Davis, and an interesting address 
on “Christian culture,” by Rev. D. G. Mc- 
(ueen was followed by the question drawer. 
This elicited many curious and interesting 
questions and drew considerable informa- 
tion in the answers. 

The evening session was held in the 
Presbyterian church, Edmonton, under the 
presidency of Rev. A. Forbes. The meet- 
ing was opened with devotional exercises 
and a song service of about half au hour’s 
duration. The paper on the ‘‘Hietory of 
the endeayor movement,” by D.S.Mackenzie 
could not be presented. ‘‘Systematic giv- 

ing,” by Mrs. T. Bellamy, was an exhaus- 
tive paper well rendered and backed in 
every argument presented by scriptural 
authority. The general impression, created 
by the viewson giving as laid down by 
Mrs. Bellamy, was good. The paper was 
followed by a special collection in aid of the 
suffering Armenians. ‘‘ Things that hinder 
individual, and united endeavor,” by J. H. 
Macdonaid was the next paper, followed by 
an address in ‘‘ Christian citizenship,” by 
Rey. C. B. Freeman, who said that a 
Christian should be a good citizen and take 
his full share of the responsibilities devolv- 
ing on citizens. A Christian should always 
be a guod citizen, but it was hard to believe 
that a bad citizen could be a good Christian. 
Christians should be law abiding, law ea- 
forcing, and law making citizens. On these 
three points the speaker gave several illus- 
trations. He expressed his pleasure that 
the recent election had shown that the old 
idea of slavishlvy voting for party had been 
removed and Canadians had voted for men 
not party in-almost every case. 

Solos at this service were sung by W. 
McAdam and Miss Evans, and a quartette 
by Misses Richardson and Rogers and 
Messrs. Kelly and Evans. The convention 
closed with the mizpah benediction at 10.30 
p,m. The audiences throughout the day 
were large and took great_ interest in the 
proceedings.

BY-LAW NO. 116. 


"A By-Law to authorize the Municipality of “he 
Town of Edmonton to subscribe for shares to 
the amount of $50,000.C0 in the capital stock of 
the Edmonton Distri2t Railway Dany. 

Whereas, a petition signed by 26 least three- 
fourths in number of the resident ratepsyzrs of the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmonton, entitled to 
vote on by-laws requiring the assent of the electors, 
has been presented to the Municipal Council »f the 
said Municipality for the ing and due ratifica- 
tion of a by-law to authorize the Municipality of the 
Town of E*monton to subscribe for shares to the 
amount of $50,000.00 in the capital stock of the 
Edmonton District Railway ; 

And Whereas, the said, the Edmonton District 
Railway Company contemplate constructing, main 
taining and operating a iine of railway near to and 
within the Municipality, and the Municipality is, in 
the epinion of the Municipal Council, interested 
therein ; 

And Whereas, it is deemed expedient that the 
Municipatity should subscribe for shares in the said, 
the Edmenton District Railway Company to an 
amount not exceeding $50,000,00, subject to such 
conditions to be agreed upon between the Munici- 
pality and the Company, prior to such subscription 
as shall appear necessary and expedient to the 
Municipal Council for the protection of the interests 
of the said Municipality ; 

And Whereas, for the purpose aforesaid, it is 
necessary to borrow the amount of the sum to be 
subscribed for, either in one sum or in several sums 
from time to time, as it becomies nevessary to pay 
the calls upon the stock ; 

And Whereas, it is expedient that the subscription 
moneys when raised shall be raised by the issne of 
debentures aggregating the said sum of $50,000.00, 
payabie in twenty years, bearing interest at the rate 
of six per cent. payable half yearly ; 

And Whereas, the amount of the whole rateable 
property of the Municipality, accordidg to the last 
revised assessment roll, is 21,131,780.00 ; 


And Whereas, the total amount of the existing 
debt of the Municipality, outside of the debt due 
for the current expenses of the year, is $18,510.88, 
incurred for local improvements, and $30,955 incur- 
red for permanent improvements, making in the 
whole the sum of $49,465.88, whereof no part is 
in arrear ; 

And Whereas, it is expedient to provide for the 
payment of the principal of the said debentures by 
he creation of an equal yearly sinking fund ; 

And Whereas, the total amount to be raised an- 
nually by special rate for the p-ying of the said 
debt, by means of a sinking fund as astoresaid, aud 
the interest thereon as aforesaid, is $4012.20 ; 


And Whereas, the annnal special rate on the 
dollar as being sufficient to pay the said interest 
and to create the said equal yearly sinking fund for 
the payment of the said debt is 36-10 mills ; 

Therefore, the Mayor and Cewncil of the Muni- 
cipality of the Town of Edmonton in council 
assembled, enacts as follows : 

1. This By-law is to take effect on the first day of 
June, 1296. 


2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipalitv are 
hereby authorized to issue debentures of the Muni- 
cipality to the aggregate amount. of $50,000.00, pay- 
able within twenty years from the day of the date 
on which this by-law takes effect, with interest at 
the rate of six per cent. per annum, payable half 
yearly ; such debentures to be payable at the office 
of the Treasurer of the Municipality of the Town of 
Edmonton, and to have attached to them coupons 
for the payment of interest. 

. 8. For the purpose of paying the amount which 

shall be required to be raised annually for the pay- 
raent of the said interest and creating the equal 
yearly sinking fund to be set apart for the payment 
of the principal sum cf $50,000.00, a special rate of 
36-10 ills on the doMar, over and above 
all other rates ard taxes, shall be levied 
in the same manner and at the same times as the 
general Municipal tsxes, upon the whole ratcable 
property in the Municipality, in each year for the 
period of twenty years, during which the said de- 
bentures shall be current. 

4. The said debentures, when so issued as afore- 
said, shall be deposited with the Treasurer of the 
Municipality, and the same, or the proceeds 
thereof, shall be by him delivered to the 
Edmonton District Railway Company, only after the 
passing of, and according to the provisions of a by- 
law to be hereafter passed by the Municipal Council 
in that behalf, confirming an agreement te be made 
hereafter between the Municipal Cuuncil on behalf 
of the Mudicipality, and the Edmonten District 
Railway Company. 

5. Tuesday, the 26ta day of Muy, 1896,’ between 
the hours of nine o’clock in the forenoon and fire 
o’clock in the afternoon, at the office ef the Town 
Clerk, Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the day, place 
and hour for taking the votes cf the electors for 
and against this by-law. 

6. Arthur G. Randall is here>y appointed 
Returning Officer and St. George Jellett, Deputy 
Xeturning Officer to take the votes at the said time 
and place. 

7. Tuesday, the 26th day of May, 1896, at the 
hour of six o’clock in the afternoon, at the office of 
the Town Clerk, Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the 
time and place when and where the Returning 
Officer willsum up the number of votes given for 
and against this by-law.

IMPERIAL BANK OF CANADA. 


{The Shareholder and Insurance Gazctte.] 

A bank witha paid-up capital stock of 
nearly two million dollars, which is able to 
earn upwards of ten per cent. per annum 
under such difficulties as bankers have had 
to contend with during the past year, is a 
result the directors of which have reasor to 
rejoice, when the period for rendering an 
account of their stewardship arrives. Such 
was the case with the Imperial Band of Can- 
ada, the net profits of which for the past 
year, after making the usual provision for 
bad and doubtful debts, changes of manage- 
ment, interest due depositors, maintaining 
the fund to cover rebate on urmatured dis- 
counted bills, and providing the annual 
contribution to the officers and employees 
guarantee fund, were $194,945. The share- 
holders had the satisfaction of receiving two 
dividends of four per cent, each and a bonus 


of one per cent, making in all nine per cent ! 


for the past year, and a balance of $52,811 
stands at the credit of profit and loss for 
the new current year. The directors call 
attention to the benefft which has accrued 
to the bank by the improved condition of 
affairs in Manitoba and the North-West 
Territories, being the result of a gradual 
development of those sections of the Domin- 
ion and of the great harvest of 1895, while 
at the same time they ad:nit having suffered 
(notwithstanding the large earnings to 
which we have referred), with others, from 
the effects of the dulness in trade covering 
many articles in commerce which has pre- 
vailed for the past three years. A large 
increase in circulation, one in non-interest 
bearing deposits, a considerable decrease in 
overdue debts (the amount being now only 
$34,484), and one in real estate the property 
of the bank, are noteworthy features. The 
whole statement reflects the excellent judg- 
ment and ability with which the interests of 
theSbank are attended to and safeguarded by 
those entrusted with the management of its 
affairs, and which prove the complete fit- 
ness of the general manager, D. R. Wilkie, 
for his responsible position.

The council of the federation in Ireland, 
and the chairman of the Irish party, jointly 
charged with the work of calling an Irish 
race convention, have issued a call for a 
convention to meet in Dublin on Sept. 
Ist, the object being to reconstruct a united 
home rule party and satisfy the yearning of 
the Irish race all over the world for a thor- 
ough re-union of the political ferces of 
Ireland. 


A recent dispatch from Montreal says : 
It is learned upon excellent authority that 
Aberdeen lost no time as soon as it became 
known that Laurier had earried the country 
in recommending the liberal leader to Her 
majesty for a knighthood. It is the im- 
pression in vice regal circles that when the 
new Canadian prime minister takes his place 
at the speaker’s right in the Commons he 
wiil do so under no other title than Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier. 

The United States court of appeals have 
decided that the Paris award on matters 
pervaining to sealing iv Behring Sea must be 
upheld as the supreme law of the land and 
United States government has no right to 
make epecial laws governing its citizens in 
hunting seal that do not permit them equal 
privileges with citizens of foreign countries 
on the sealing grounds. The decision is 
important, as it defines clearly for the first 
time, the restrictions to be place a upon Am- 
erican seal hunters in Behring Sea. 

There has been some complaint, it appe- 
ars, from Spanish sources of the fact that 
Cousul-General Lee has discussed the con- 
dition of affairs in Cwba, and the actions 
of the Spanish forces and commanders, with 
& marked absence of reserve, in a letter to 
a relative residing in Washington. The 
discussion in the letter takes the shape, in 
some portions, of pretty vigorous criticism, 
There was some talk of a probable develcp- 
ment in the policy of the government in 
relation to the Cuban question, but so far 
no change has taken place in the situation. 
In Spaia the senate has been debating the 
question of relations with the United States 
and in the course of the debate a motion was 
made for the abrogation of the protocol of 
1877, but this motion was defeated by a 
two-thirds imajority.—Bradstreets,

All male British subjects by birth or 
naturalization, who are 21 years of age and 
have resided in the Northwest Territories 
for twelve months, and in the electoral dis- 
trict of Edmonton for three months before 
polling day will be entitled to vote. 

Voting will be from 9 a.m till 5 p.m, and 
each person presenting himself for the pur- 
pose of voting will be asked by the wemes 
officer his name, occupation and place o 
residence which must be given ina voice 
audible to the scrutineer and the particulars 
given shail be entered in the poll books. 
If a scrutineer has reason to believe a per- 
son claimimg to vote is not qualified, he 
may order the returning officer to require 
such person to makean affirmation as to 
his right to vote. 

There 1s no provision for the appointment 
of enumerators as in the Dominion election. 
Every person qualified to yote gives his 
name &c., as above mentioned to the return- 
ing officer, who will hand him a ballot paper 
wxich must be a piece of good white card- 
board, one inch by two inches, 

When handing the voter the ballot paper 
the returning officer shall tell the voter the 
names of the candidates and the colors 
which represent them, and the voter shall 
then go into the inner room where he wilil, 
find colored pencils each color representing 
one eandidate. The voter will mark the 
face of the ballot with a X using the pencil 
of the color which represents the candidate 
he wishes to vote for. 

—_——— 

Senator Robert Read passed away at Ot- 
tawo on June 30th. He has iain ill since 
the close of last session. Senator Read re- 
presented the Bay of Quinte district in the 
senate and was appointed in 1871. He was 
a close friend of Sir Mackenzie Bowell. This 
makes an Ontario vacancy in the senate. 


A telegram from Beatrice, Neb., says: J. 
B. Williams, ex-president of the defunct 
Bank of Blue Springs, has been sentenced 
to the penitentiary for three years. He 
was convicted of accepting deposits after 
his institution had become insolvent. He 
was at one time very wealthy. 


The first annual convention of the 
Sociable Trade and labor alliance of the 
United States and Canada was opened in 
New York on June 29th. Daniel De Leon 
was the temporary chairman. In his speech 
he denounced the leaders of the old labor 
unions for being untrue to the cause of 
labor. 

Angus McKay, Indian agent at Berens’ 
river, was caught in a storm off Willow 
Point, on lake Winnipeg, and his boat was 
capsized into the lake, about one mile from 
shore. They all clung to the boat and suc- 
ceeded in lashing themselves to it, and thus 
floated around the lake until daylight, when 
they were found by some Icelanders. 

Current reports that the Duke of York 
had decided to visit the United States, 
Canada and Australia may have a grain of 
truth in his repeatedly .expressed desire to 
make a, tour in these directions. But it 
cannot come off this year for domestic 
The duke’s prospects of a trip 
around the world’are synchronous with the 
conclusion ef an agreement for imperial 
federation. 

Missouri papers are alleging that this 
notice was recently found pasted on the 
walls of a desserted homestead in the arid 
region of Kansas—‘‘Four miles from a 
neighbourhood, sixteen miles fron a post 
office, twenty-five miles from a railroad, 
fourteen twailes frome a school-house, forty- 
one miles from a church, 180 miles from 
timber, 200 miles from a democrat, half a 
mile from water, quarter of a mile from hell 
and the same distance from a republican. 
Gone to Missouri, which is God’s country, 
to get a fresh start. 

A recent dispatch from London says the 
Spanish budget reveals the desperate straits 
to which the treasury is reduced. The 
tobacco monopoly is renewed for 24 years ; 
the Rothschilds are making a new loan up- 
on the security of an extended lease of the 
Almedan quicksilver mines, and shipowners 
have offered to submit to an extortinate 
navigation tax for six years. Maturing 
loans will be met by fresh borrowing at ex- 
tortionate rates, but the finance minister 
considers the prospects of government hope- 
ful. Experts like the ‘* Economist,” how- 
ever, perceive that no provision is made 
in the budget for the cest of fhe Cuban 
war and that within three months the re- 
sources derived from pledging five per cent. 
Cuban bonds will be exhausted. War ex- 
penses have been met so far from this source 
and when the bonds are all issued and 
pledged the treasury will be in a desperate 
condition if the war be prolon ged.
